Ze For the purposes of these articles a bay is a well-marked indentation whose _ 
benetration is in such proportion to the width of its mouth as to centain landlocked 
yaters and constitute more than a mere curvature of the coas An indentation shall 
not, however, be regarded as a bay unless its area is as lerge as, or larger than, that 
of the semi-circle whose diameter is a line drawn across the mouth of that indentation. 


3 For the purpose of neasurouenty the area of an indentation is thet lying Natuee 
the low-water mark around the shore of the indentation and a line joining the low-water 
nark of its netural entrance points. Where, because ef the presence of islands, an 
indentation hes- more than one mouth, the semi-circle shall be drawn on a line as long 
as the sum total of the lengths of the lines across the different mouths.
